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We  offer  in  this  Folio  a  number  of  programs  dealing  with  relations  among 
nations.  Many  were  recorded  at  the  17th  Annual  Jnlstitute  on  World  Affairs  held  at 
San  Diego  State  College  last  month.  The  institute  was  directed  by  Minos  D.  Gener- 
ales,  who  introduces  several  of  the  talks  and  discussions.  "World  War  Three,  the 
Silent  War"  was  the  general  topic  of  discussion.  Participants  in  the  Institute  pro- 
grams who  appear  in  this  Folio  are  Dr.  Rufus  von  Kleinsmidt,  Chancellor  of  USC; 
Dr.  Willard  Libby,  now  at  UCLA;  Remain  Gary,  Consul  General  for  France  in  Los 
Angeles;  and  Ambassadors  to  the  United  States  from  Libya,  Ceylon.  Indonesia, 
and  Czechoslovakia.  Talks  and  discussions  recorded  at  the  Institute  will  also  be 
scheduled  in  KPFK's  next  Folio  period. 

A  lecture  by  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Lauwerys  of  the  Department  of  Comparative  Edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  London  is  presented  each  Wednesday  evening  in  this 
Folio.  Dr.  Lauwerys  reports  his  study  of  education  systems  in  Communist  China 
and  in  the  USSR.  The  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  Italy,  James  D.  Zelierbach,  is  heard 
September  11.  And  on  September  15  the  Ambassador  from  Afghanistan  to  the 
United  States,  AA.  H.  Maiwandwal,  explains  the  reasons  for  his  country's  neutrality. 
Three  short  talks  by  Bertrand  Russell,  Peter  Ustinov,  and  Salvador  de  Madariaga 
on  the  "European  Complex"  are  also  offered  during  this  two-week  period. 

As  this  Folio  goes  to  press  there  is  some  confusion  regarding  the  exact  itin- 
erary of  Soviet  Premier  Khruschev's  visit  to  the  United  States.  Since  he  will  prob- 
ably not  be  coming  to  Southern  California,  v/e  will  look  to  our  colleagues  in  the 
Bay  Area  for  accounts  of  his  visit  to  this  state.  We  hope  to  analyze  Premier 
Khruschev's  comings  and  goings  in  a  better  tham  superficial  v/ay.  For  example, 
the  Monday  through  Saturday  foreign  press  review  programs  will  assess  reaction 
abroad  to  his  U.  S.  visit.  We  will  use  as  many  sources  as  are  available  for  the 
daily  news  and  commentary  programs.  Too,  we  have  reserved  the  Eleventh  Hour 
program  on  both  Saturdays  for  special   reports  on  the  visit. 

Two  new  review  programs  in  the  arts  begin  in  this  Folio  period.  The  well- 
known  critic  Henry  Seldis  begins  his  series  "Arts  and  Artists"  on  September  11. 
And  drama  critic  Byron  Pumphrey  offers  a  biweekly  review  of  the  local  theater 
beginning  Sepfember  15.
